Dl is regarded as being the closest prior art to the 
protective shield for a disc brake of claim 1-11, and 
discloses a protective shield for disc brake where the shield 
is fastened to brake supports by a fastening bracket portion 
provided with fastening eyes (abstract; fig 1-3) ♦ 

The subject matter claimed in claim 1 differs from the 
protective shield for disc brake of Dl in that the protective 
plate (10) and the fastening bracket portion (11, 11') are 
separate elements which are united with each other. 

The cited prior art does not give any indication that would 
lead a person skilled in the art to the claimed protective 
shield for disc brake, where the protective plate and the 
fastening bracket portion are separate elements, united with 
each other. Therefore, the claimed invention is not obvious to 
a person skilled in the art. 

Accordingly, the invention defined in claims 1-11 is novel and 
is considered to involve an inventive step. The invention is 
industrially applicable. 
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
